Came Too Late 

County Road Department 
equipment and manpower got 
on the job but many residents 
claimed they “came too late” 
causing heightened demands to 
the City and County that stand¬ 
by equipment be available at 
critical spots at first threat of 
storm. 

An undetermined number of 
families evacuated their homes, 
most finding haven with 
friends. The Red Cross shelter 
in the Congregational church 
had only one evacuee during 
the night. Others registered, 
then “checked out” to go to 
friends. Dr. M. H. A. Peterson 
took the A1 Foxton family to 
his home from the shelter just 
as news photographers were 
preparing to take pictures of 
the Foxton baby as an evacuee. 

Some 20 persons took shelter 
in the Passionist Fathers mon¬ 
astery. All evacuees were from 
the northern section of the city. 

Approximately twenty robed, 
bare footed members of the re¬ 
ligious group, Wisdom, Knowl¬ 
edge, Faith and Love, Foun¬ 
tain of the World, from Box 
Canyon, Ventura, found plenty 
to do on their second trip here 
to lend a hand. Praise came 
from all quarters for their work 
in shoveling, barricading and 
helping people from their 
homes where the need seemed 
greatest. 

Rainfall of 2.71 Inches 

Rainfall for the storm meas¬ 
ured 2.71 inches according to 
the Water Department. 

The North Auburn St. home 
of Paul Baumann, assistant 
L. A. County Flood Control.dis- 
trict engineer, was harder hit 
in the Sunday storm than pre¬ 
viously. Five and six-foot walls 
of mud surrounded his house, 
moving into the garage and an 
adjacent room where a valu¬ 
able library was saved at the 
last moment. 

Hundreds of other residents 
reported damage of varying de¬ 
gree, all deplorable and all too 
indicative of worse to come 
when the foothills get heavy 
rain instead of the “drizzles” 
thus far. 

The police force worked 
around the clock, aided by oth¬ 
ers from surrounding cities and 
the sheriff’s office.

In the opinion of an Arcadia 
building supply man, the City 
of Sierra Madre is supplying 
its residents with sand bags 
and sand for flood protection 
barricades at the lowest pos¬ 
sible cost to the individual. 

The city - purchased burlap 
bags are available to residents 
at Sierra Madre Hardware Com¬ 
pany and Arnold’s Hardware 
and at E. K. Wood Lumber Co. 
at a cost of 15 cents per bag 
plus state sales tax. The mer¬ 
chants turn over the entire 
price of the bags to the city. 

Since ordinary soil in bags is 
entirely ineffective in flood pro¬ 
tection, the City has provided 
washed sand for all residents 
and it is available at two loca¬ 
tions, the vacant lot between 
the City Park and the Woman’s 
clubhouse and the lot back of 
the City Hall parking area. 

The City of Monrovia is pro¬ 
viding bags and sand on the 
same basis and at the same 
cost to the individual. Arcadi¬ 
ans requiring such flood pro¬ 
tection measures are obtaining 
their sand bags from individual 
suppliers — and in Monrovia. 

Local merchants are making 
no charge for their cost in han¬ 
dling the bags. 

EMERGENCY MEASURES 

By action of the City Council 
Tuesday night City Administra¬ 
tor R. Merritt Baker was au¬ 
thorized to expend up to $1000 
in hiring special equipment, 
prior to flood conditions, for the 
protection of persons and prop¬ 
erty. 


Ordinance Sets 
$90,000 Poo! 
Vote Feb. 16th 


An ordinance calling for the 
$90,000 municipal swimming 
pool bond election Feb. 16 was 
adopted by the City Council 
Tuesday night after the second 
reading of the ordinance. 

The eouncilmen, under pres¬ 
sure of flood control problems, 
voted unanimously for the ordi¬ 
nance but gave limited atten¬ 
tion to a handsome color tint 
presentation and maps submit¬ 
ted by landscape architect S. 
Jacques Hahn for the revision 
of City Park to accommodate 
the proposed 42 ft. by 120 ft. 
pool. 

A number of agenda items 
thought to require the attention 
of the full council were held 
over due to the absence of 
Councilman Charles H. James. 

These included the proposed 
Parking Assessment district. On 
advice of City Atty. T. Guy 
Cornyn the contracting of spe¬ 
cial counsel was deferred pend¬ 
ing a check on the sufficiency 
of the petition. 

The Community Nursery 
school’s request for permission 
to roof over a patio was dis¬ 
cussed but held over. Council¬ 
man Louk said he was “in 
sympathy with the Nursery 
school but out of sympathy 
with its location In the wash” 
and that he hated to see com¬ 
munity group expend money 
on further improvements. 

Harry Vawter, chairman of 
the Upper Rancho Property 
Owners Ass'n in Arcadia, asked 
permission to reinforce with 
posts on City property a sand¬ 
bag barricade on the south side 
of Orange Grove at the foot of 
Lima. A meeting was set up 
for Vawter, the city engineer 
and city attorney. 

L. H. Quackenboss of Sierra 
Madre vehemently urged the 
City Council to enlist the sup¬ 
port of surrounding communi¬ 
ties and moneyed interests in 
putting pressure on Governor 
Knight to designate this as a 
disaster area. 

D. M. Chambers, S. Lima St. 
resident, entered a protest 
against any considered diver¬ 
sion of additional flood waters 
to that street. 


HIESTAND WIRE SUMS 
UP EFFORTS TO DATE 

Congressman Edgar W. Hiestand’s efforts in behalf of foothill 
communities threatened by flood damage since the Angeles Forest 
fire are reviewed in a telegram received Tuesday by Mayor Henry 
F. Korsmeier. 

It is urged that Sierra Madreans individually write their 
representatives in Washington to support these vitally needed 
measures.

Summarizing efforts to meet emergency from December fire 
conferences here Jan. 5, 8, 11, all parties interested. Resulted in 
my bill numbers H. R. 7184, H. R. 7183 introduced Jan. 14 to pro¬ 
vide five million fire fighting, fire prevention, mostly capital 
installations over several years but including enlarged manning 
staffs all recommended by Mendenhall. 

Also, five million flood control expansion, Saw Pit installa¬ 
tion, completions planned Sierra Madre installation, all intro¬ 
duced as emergency. 

Have secured $500,000 to commence Saw Pit installations 
several years ahead of previous schedule. 

Secured Jan. 4 designation as Disaster Area by Small Business 
Administration. That gets only rehabilitation loans. 

Seeking disaster area designations under Civil Defense but 
this requires governor’s request to President not yet forthcoming. 
Governor advises alert. 

Close touch throughout storms with Army engineers there 
and here. Flood Control District there promised de-sllting dams 
and local cooperation caused helicopter survey today (Tuesday) 
for Army and Flood Control engineers to recommend emergency 
check dams and debris dams up six canyons. 

Report expected tomorrow. Explored all possible sources of 
funds for emergencies. Most are restricted by law to protection 
Federal installations or disaster relief. 

Hope to secure emergency prevention funds another source 
if justified. Still exploring other possibilities emergency funds 
to back City government hiring stand-by equipment. No success 
yet but staying after it.

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Organization o f municipal 
swimming pool boosters and 
general plans for sending in¬ 
formed voters to the polls in 
the $90,000 pool-financing bond 
election Feb. 16, were com¬ 
pleted at a meeting Friday 
night, Jan. 22, in the City 
school cafeteria. 

Purpose of the meeting, ac¬ 
cording to Judge John C. Mead, 
was not to discuss the pros and 
cons of a city swimming pool 
but to appoint committees and 
launch an information program 
for the benefit of the citizenry. 

Appointed precinct captain 
was Mrs. Gifford Eastwood. She 
will set in motion plans for the 
neighborhood ‘Kaffee Klatches’ 
which proved successful in the 
successful school bond election. 


Others named to key posts 
are: Mrs. L. A. Moffet, speakers 
chairman; Sam Simpson, Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce representa¬ 
tive; Ralph M. Welch, trans¬ 
portation; Mfs. Stanley Cou- 
tant, publicity and information, 
and Mrs. Alyce Herrold, mime; 
ographing and mailing. 

Next Monday, Feb. 1, was set 
as the date for the next meet¬ 
ing of the group open to all 
supporters of the pool project. 

The bond issue to be voted 
on Feb. 16 will include other 
park improvements, it has been 
pointed out, to make the recre¬ 
ation more desirable and the 
facilities in the park more at¬ 
tractive to the eye, particularly 
keeping in mind the near 
neighbors. 


After the storm of Jan. 19th 
the Sierra Madre water system 
became contaminated. The 
County Health Department or¬ 
dered immediate chlorination 
and, pending analysis reports, 
residents were instructed to 
boil their drinking water as a 
precautionary measure. 

The contamination, due to 
surface water seepage into the 
tunnels (inherited from ‘Lucky’ 
Baldwin) supplying the Grove 
St. reservoir, was noted late 
Jan. 20 when the tunnel pro¬ 
duction tripled and folks com¬ 
plained of unpleasant taste and 
odor. 

Some bacillary dysentery and 
gastro - intestinal symptoms 
were reported but the Monrovia 
district health officer reports 
few if any were attributable to 
the water. Matter of fact, he 
said the health of Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans appears to be generally 
better since the fire. Prior to 
that there had been indication 
of a mild ’flu epidemic. 

The water was checked in¬ 
cessantly by County health and 
sanitation officers. A portable 
chlorinating unit was loaned 
to the City free of charge by 
the Fischer and Porter Co. of 
Los Angeles and has been in 
use all this week. 

The water was declared en¬ 
tirely useable by Saturday 
noon. 

Councilman Harold F. Rob¬ 
erts, Water Department chair¬ 


man, hazards a guess that the 
surface water seepage into the 
tunnels might have been caused 
by earthquake fissures. The 
tunnels are not being used at 
present. 

Adding to the Water Depart¬ 
ment’s burden, acocrding to 
Carl Rees, assistant superin¬ 
tendent, a fire hydrant on Car¬ 
ter Ave. was broken by dirt- 
removing equipment and it 
geysered until repaired within 
two hours by the department.

Lanterman 
Tells Definition 
‘Disaster Area’ 

In view of strong local agita¬ 
tion to have this and other en¬ 
dangered foothill communities 
designated by the governor to 
be a disaster area, Assembly- 
man Lanterman clarified for 
the NEWS yesterday the cir¬ 
cumstances governing this. 
Such a designation would re¬ 
lease Civil Defense aid on the 
state level. 

Such a measure, he said, 
would only follow the "com¬ 
plete failure of the local gov¬ 
ernment” which is the County, 
the State’s agency on a local 
level. Only if the County were 
no longer able to cope with the 
emergency would this be done, 
he stated. Los Angeles county, 
he added is one of tht wealth¬ 
iest, if not the wealthiest in 
the State. 

State's Present Need 

What IS vitally needed right 
now, he advised, is a formal 
request from this and other 
foothill cities to t h e County 
Board of Supervisors for an or¬ 
dinance empowering County 
department heads to respond 
immediately, on storm fore¬ 
casts, with stand-by equipment 
and manpower. 

To date, Lanterman said, the 
County Road Department has 
already provided aid beyond its 
legal authority. Coordination 
of legal machinery is needed 
to extend this aid. 

Local citizens in public meet¬ 
ings here this week have asked 
“if lives have to be lost” be¬ 
fore a disaster is recognized.

I wish I could say — I wish 
someone could. 
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tirrw, Mr. Burbank had been 
moved to the Jones home for 
the duration.

As the 
forests and the water are both 
Uncle Sam’s—and it was pen¬ 
ny-pinching on the Forest Serv¬ 
ice which put us in danger— 
Uncle Sam and the State should 
now get together to insure our 
future safety. 

I believe President Ike would 
lend a friendly ear. Personally, 
I’m tickled to death with Ike’s 
recent recommendations for in¬ 
creased Social Security, more 
hospitals, more health aid to 
backward states and so on. I 
always did like New Dealers. 
But I dislike the idea that our 
town should now be called “Si¬ 
erra Mudre”. We’ll soon have 
the mud cleared up, with flow¬ 
ers growing on it. 


It was wonderful, the way 
many Sierra Madreans came to 
the aid of neighbors or strang¬ 
ers during the flood. Of course, 
a lot of us didn’t do anything 
except for ourselves, but that 
was only because we were too 
old or frail—and not like C. W.

Mr. Jones, as all of us old- 
timers know, was our town’s 
first mayor. But he is still a 
young fellow—only 85. He and 
Eugene D. Burbank have been 
friends for many years. 

When the flood leaped East 
Carter Ave. the Burbank place 
was a sitting duck. A few years 
ago the flashing, dashing, 
crashing waters might 
have- made bookish Mr. Bur¬ 
bank think of the waters that 
came down at Lodore. But Mr. 
Burbank has been incapaci¬ 
tated by illness, so the churn¬ 
ing waters made him think of 
police instead of poetry. Five 
times he tried to call them, at 
1 a.m., but so many other folks 
were calling them that he had 
no luck. Then he thought of 
his old friend, Charlie Jones. 
He called C. W., and said: 

“Please see if you can get 
through to the police. I can’t.” 

Instead, C. W. got some 
clothes on and dashed over to 
the Burbank house. There he 
shoveled mud and built sand¬ 
bag barricades until breakfast 
time. That was pretty nearly 
an eight-hour day, but C. W. 
merely stopped for breakfast 
and then put in another eight- 
hour day at the same work. 
That would have worn out 
many a man of 35, but the 
young fellow of 85 was still 
going strong.

The Jan. 19 newspaper story 
to which the above writer refers 
is headed: “PEOPLE LEAVE 
AS MUD MOVES IN ON 
TOWN.” And the United Press 
release under a Sierra Madre 
dateline says: 

“Police reported today the 
entire 8,000 population of this 
hillside city was evacuating as 
hip-deep mud and silt from 
fire-denuded mountain slopes 
threatened to swamp the com¬ 
munity. 

“Sierra Madre police said the 


evacuation was on a voluntary 
basis and was assisted by Red 
Cross detachments, police and 
the National Guard. 

“ ’In some spots on the north¬ 
ern perimiter of the city the 
mud is hip-deep,’ a desk ser¬ 
geant said. 

“The mud started to move in 
on the city late last night from 
the slopes of the Sierra Madre 
mountains where a recent for¬ 
est fire burned off brush and 
timber. The area has been pelt¬ 
ed by rain for three days. 

“ ’There is nothing to stop it,’ 
the sergeant said. “The mud 
and muck is rolling in off the 
bare mountains fast.’ 

“He said the black silt was 
moving southward on a mile- 
and-a-half wide front and was 
‘clear down to Arcadia,’ four 
miles to the south. 

“Sierra Madre is 15 miles 
northeast of Los Angeles.”

NO MORE BLACK EYES 


Since the Sierra Madre Police Department is being “credited” 
as the source of grossly erroneous news reports which went across 
the nation early on Jan. 19, a word should be said in its defense. 

Undue concern was caused near and distant relatives of 
Sierra Madreans when the Los Angeles bureau of a major news 
association wire service quoted the local police department as 
saying that “Sierra Madre was evacuating 8000 residents.” 

The son of a local couple was frantic (see Letters to the 
Editor) when he read this in his South Carolina newspaper. A 
report heard by A. E. Morgan’s son aboard a ship in Korean 
waters had it that “Sierra Madre” was wiped out.” 

Chief McMillan hotly denies that any of his men gave out 
such information. It is inconceivable, on the face of it, that any 
of them would have for the simple reason that at no time was 
a city-wide evacuation warranted or thought of. 

Paul Hawkins, day desk manager for the news association 
says, unhappily, that it was “an unfortunate bit of misinforma¬ 
tion.” Just as firmly as does Chief McMillan, Hawkins says his 
man wouldn’t have dispatched such information if it hadn’t been 
given to him. 

We think it highly probable that the reporter unfortunately 
combined two facts which he had verified: (1) that Sierra Madre 
has a population of 8000 and (2) that some folks were evacuating 
their homes. 

Little Sierra Madre doesn’t, of course, have an instantly- 
functioning disaster news dispatcher on call. Such a person 
might have spelled out information so that it couldn’t be mis¬ 
construed. In lieu of this and in the event of possible future 
floods it might be well for City Hall to authorize ONE point of 
clearance on all telephone news releases. The information should 
be correlated.

VIEWS ON SWIM POOL 

To the Editor: 

While I think it is an ad¬ 
mirable quality to be thought¬ 
ful of other people’s enjoy¬ 
ment, I don’t think the resi¬ 
dents of a small town like Si¬ 
erra Madre can afford to pay 
for a swimming pool to ac¬ 
commodate surrounding cmmu- 
nities. If these communities 
want a pool, they are capable 
of planning and financing their 
own pool. 

Many of us here in Sierra 
Madre have to use the very 
overcrowded County pools; if 
the residents in Sierra Madre 
are to dig deep into their pock¬ 
ets to finance a pool for this 
city, they do it because they 
expect more convenience and 
more enjoyment in less crowd - 
ed surroundings. If after a big 
bond issue we don’t get those 
conveniences it seems to me we 
going to the expense of build¬ 
ing the pool. 

A large pool in the middle 
of town open to all surround¬ 
ing areas might greatly pro¬ 
mote business in Sierra Madre, 
but I feel Sierra Madre is pri¬ 
marily a homeowners’ town 
and a pool should be first and 
foremost for the enjoyment of 
Sierra Madre residents and not 
a business promotion project. 

If the pool was limited to Si¬ 
erra Madre residents in the 
same manner that other small 
towns are limiting the use of 
their pools, the pool could be 
smaller, season tickets could be 
issued. This would solve some 
parking problem’s and excessive 
bonds issued against home- 
owners. Sierra Madre is proud 
of its small town atmosphere; 
why not preserve the small 
town atmopshere in planning 
our pool for the benefit of us 
who live here and who are to 
pay for it and not make a 
commercial project out of it?

were no signs of shame and, 
far from being crushed, the 
Germans were playing and 
singing and drinking and work¬ 
ing harder than any people we 
had seen. 

And all that we saw after¬ 
ward—in Ulm, Stuttgart, Frank¬ 
fort, Heidelberg, Weisbaden, 
Bonn and Cologne — bore out 
those first impressions. The 
Germans were not ashamed. 
Dachau was still Dachau and 
advertised its name like a ban¬ 
ner along the autobahns. The 
Germans were not resentful— 
not on the surface at least. 
They were too busy. 

Rubble Cleared 

The rubble from bomb de¬ 
struction is neatly cleared 
away and children were play¬ 
ing in the empty places. New 
building was going on every¬ 
where — except in Cologne 
where the ruins were still ter¬ 
ribly evident. The new houses 
and offices and churches were 
of the finest, most modern con¬ 
struction. The government 
buildings in Bonn were espe-

The Hofbrauhaus was mob¬ 
bed! 

It is a large building three 
stories high with many rooms 
and halls, each run as a sepa¬ 
rate concession. In the main 
dining room, tables ran the en¬ 
tire length and width of both 
sides of the room and we heard 
sounds of great hilarity from 
that direction. As we climbed 
the stairs the people inside 
burst into song and we stood 
watching and listening. They 
had linked arms all the way 
around the room and were 
swaying sideways in time to 
a lusty drinking song. 

Drinks from "Pitcher" 

Two enormous-bellied men 
were filling steins—three at a 
time—at the gigantic beer bar¬ 
rels. It was gay—not attrac¬ 
tively so to us, perhaps—but 
gay nevertheless, more so than 
anything else we had seen in 
Europe, and uninhibited and 
spontaneous. I was surprised 
to see one woman take a huge 
pitcher of beer from the table 
and drink from it until I real¬ 
ized that it wasn’t a pitcher at 
all but a stein and everybody 
had one! 

There were some very drunk, 
very young men roaming about 
—also singing—and the entire 
atmosphere was one of enor¬ 
mous animal vitality and vigor. 
I’m not sure whether the word 
"animal” is dictated by preju¬ 
dice or an impartial eye—you’ll 
have to choose for yourself. 

Finds Some Answers 
So even on our first night in 
Germany some answers began 
to emerge. We had encountered 
no suspicion or hatred. There

PARENTS QUIZ P-TA 
PANEL AT MEETING 

Following are some of the 
questions asked at a recent 
Parent- Teacher association 
meeting, and their answers by 
a panel representing the Pasa¬ 
dena school district, the local 
school, the school board and 
the parents: 

Question: Why isn’t Sierra 
Madre represented on the Pasa¬ 
dena school board? 

Roland Walker: That would 
mean, then, representation from 
La Canada, Altadena and Tem¬ 
ple City (the latter still in the 
Pasadena Junior college dis¬ 
trict), as well as Sierra Madre, 
and where the ward system has 
been put into effect in school 
districts, it is very undesirable. 
(Note: A Sierra Madre citizen 
may run for the Pasadena 
school board and this lias been 
done.) 

Question: How will the Si¬ 
erra Mesa school be adminis¬ 
tered? 

Howell N. White: By a prin¬ 
cipal. The music teacher can 
travel between the two schools 
and our school nurse is big 
enough to be shared by the two 
schools. (Mrs. Hortense Weils, 
school nurse, joined in the 
laughter and said she’d have to 
go on a diet. She was told she 
was liked as she is. 

Question: Why isn’t the 

school nurse on duty in the 
clinic at ail times? 

Betty Newton: Mrs. Wells is 
on duty in the clinic from 8:30 
to 9:30 in the morning. She has 
the patio duty for an hour at 
noon. When the children are 
in class she makes home calls 
and a visit to the kindergar¬ 
ten. Periodically she leaves at 
2 p.m. to attend a county meet¬ 
ing. She can be summoned by 
bell from the office at any 
other time. Also, every teacher 
in the school has had Red 
Cross first aid training and is 
equipped with a first aid kit. 
Mrs. Wells tries to be most ac¬ 
cessible when children are on 
the playground. Her duties also 
include eye and ear testing. 

Question: What is the policy 
of the board in regard to sab¬ 
baticals? 

Mr. White: There is no es¬ 
tablished policy. There are 
state regulations * permitting 
sabbaticals under certain con¬ 
ditions, but we consider each 
case on its own merits.

Question: If we should unify 
with the Pasadena school dis¬ 
trict on the elementary level, 
which tax rate would we pay? 

Mr. Walker: Pasadena’s. But 
remember that what you pay is 
based on both the rate and the 
asssessed valuation. If the as¬ 
sessor decides you aren’t worth 
so much, all mud-splattered, 
the value is less. 

Question: Are the children of 
Sierra Madre in the Pasadena 
schools eligible for the guid¬ 
ance services available to the 
Pasadena system? 

Mr. Walker: Yes. We can use 
the staff and facilities of the 
guidance clinic and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre children have the same 
privilege.

There is a psychol¬ 
ogist from the L.A. County of¬ 
fice who makes regular visits 
and she is called in. If this 
fails, then further measures in 
the way of guidance or psychi¬ 
atric help is suggested to the 
parents.

Tells Huge Problems 

The council endeavored to 
explain the stupendous prob¬ 
lems a small municipality 
faces in coping with what As¬ 
semblyman Frank Lanterman 
described as "a territory re¬ 
sponsibility thrust upon you by 
an act of God and through no 
fault of your own,” referring 
to the national forest water¬ 
shed burn which has suddenly 
created a mud and debris men¬ 
ace far beyond normal storm 
expectations. 

It was explained that a flood 
control program on the boards 
for some time within the next 
five years calls for a storm 
channel under and running the 
full length of Lima. Hence, it 
was pointed out, it had not 
seemed feasible to tear-up and 


re-grade the portion of the 
street above Grandview until 
that time. The Lima St. resi¬ 
dents who petitioned the coun¬ 
cil for removal of the crown 
, which they said constituted an 
“immediate and constant dan¬ 
ger of flood damage” were told 
that as tax funds were not 
available for that work unless 
the street were established as 
a major one. 

For heavy street equipment 
to keep streets and water 
courses open against the influx 
of mud and debris the City is 
dependent on the County which, 
while already cooperative be¬ 
yond its legal authority, was 
loathe Sunday to have the 
equipment standing by until 
the storm gained intensity. 

And then, as Charles Owcr 


declared, it was too late, in 
some cases. 

Tells New Law 

It also was explained to an¬ 
other questioner that heretofore 
the City has had no authority 
to prevent people from building 
in canyon washes. Assembly, 
man Lanterman rose to say 
that at the last legislative ses¬ 
sion he introduced a bill which 
was subsequently passed and 
the law now gives explicit au¬ 
thority to local government to 
refuse the issuance of tract 
maps for subdivisions where 
flood hazards exist until the 
subdividers have provided ade¬ 
quate flood control facilities on 
the subdivided property, 
only. 

Lack of funds for such emer¬ 
gencies also handicaps the city. 


Lanterman informed the group 
that emergency funds on a 
state level are non-existent. 
Only recourse, he said, was to 
formally petition the County 
Board of Supervisors to immedi¬ 
ately provide an ordinance giv¬ 
ing County department heads 
authority to respond immedi¬ 


ately In providing stand-by 
equipment based on storm pre¬ 
dictions. 

A demand from the audience 
that the Council seek emer¬ 
gency Federal fund allocations 
elicited the reply that those ap¬ 
proaches were made immedi¬ 
ately after the fire.
